DO NOT FORGET TO PROTECT YOUR ROSES 


If you plant out Roses in the yard this fall, after the leaves have fallen, give the beds a covering of 
manure, straw, cedar boughs, corn fodder, leaves or street sweepings, enough to keep the roots from freez- 
ing, but still not to smother the plants. In very ccid localities it sometimes pays to wrap the entire bushes 
in straw or bend them down to the ground and fa::'en them to stakes driven for the purpose; or cover with 
boards, as the principal object is to keep the plants cy and from the freezing and thawing at times of storms 
of sleet and rain. But the matter of protection is : ot such a serious problem these days when good new 

’ Rose plants can be obtained at a very low price. Mav people feel that the blossoms produced the first season 
are worth many times the cost of the plants, and so buy new ones each year.
